‘LAURA WIER COMMITTED TO THE HOUSE 


or REFUGE TO-DAY. 


Her Stery as Told at the Mayor's Office 
This Morning—Councilmen Object to the 
Mayor Granting Permits in Advance of

As far back as her onhildish memory goes 
little Laura Wier has been disposed of like a 
piece of household furniture. To-day the lit- 
tle thing dangled her feet from the bench in 
the Mayor’s office while all around her were 
new things. Beside her sat Police Officer Mo- 
Kane, in charge of the homeless waif, who 
awaited with open-eyed expectancy the ar- 
rival ot the biggest man in St. Louis—be- 
cause he’s the Mayor of the whole city.’’ 
During the wait of an hour she became suff - 
ciently familiar with the surroundings to re- 
mark her surprises to the police officer and to 
often ask ‘‘Is that him?’’ 

Four years ago her father died in De Soto, 
Mo., and shortly after this she was deserted 
by her mother. James Ackerman took her in 
charge and, brought her to his home as other 
parties wh® had temporarily taken the child 
would not consent to keep her. At the request 
of Jasper Martin, a friend of Ackerman, 
Laura was given to him, and a short time 
ago Mr. Matin removed to this city. 
He happened to go to a house

Mrs. Mulligan finally took Laura from 
the Martins and kept her until yesterday, when 
she was taken in charge by the police, to 
whom it was reported that the girl was com- 
pelied to work hard, and that she was 
unished with unnecessary severity.

Bacon was a poet have faileg; and the 
few poems which are claimed for him are 
very moderate achievements in versifica- 
tion, which,might have been written by 
thousands of educated Englishmen in any 
age. The genius of Bacon might have 
conceived the ground-plot of the Shaks- 


assistange, have composed tragedies of 
the highest order; but is it conceivable, 
that to his philosophical mind the Shaks- 
pearian plays are indebted for such mar- 
velous achievements of creative fancy; 
the personified forms of nature, infinitely

In the second chapter Mr. Donnelly deals 
with Shakspere’s education, and shows how 
utterly improbable it is that a person in the po- 
sition in which we know the Man of Strat 
ford’’ to have been born and bred could have 
obtained the knowledge displayed in the plays. 
And here again we are met by facts very dim 
cult to explain, onthe supposition that Shak- 
pere was the author. 


SHAKSPERE’S BAD CHARACTER. 
Chapter 11. is perhaps the one that will as- 
tonish the admirers of Shakspere most. It 
deals with Shakspere’s Real Character, and 
brings a good deal of evidence to show that he 
was what we mould now term a low char- 
acter and a ‘‘smart’’ business man. Mr. 
Donnelly, with many others, thinks that 
the following advice given to a player in Rat- 
sei’s Ghost refers to Shakspere: ‘‘Thou shalt 
learn * * * to feed upon all men, to let 
none feed on thee, to make thy hand a stranger 
to thy pocket, thy beart slow to perform thy 
tongue’s promise; and when thou feelest thy 
purse well lined buy thee some place of lord- 
ship in the country, that, 1 Ben | of 
playing,thy money may then bring thee to dig- 
nity and reputation. hen thou needest care 
for no one; no, not for them that before 
made thee proud with speaking their words on the 
stage.’’ Mr. Donnelly brings good evidence to 
show tbat Shakspere was a fornicator, an 
adulterer, a usurer, an oppressor of the poor, 
a Har, a forger of pedigrees in order to obtain a 
coat-of-arms to which be had no right, a 
poacher, a drunkard, an undutiful son and a 
négligent father. About many of these charges 
there has h ever been any doubt, and 
they are admitted even by some of his 
most ardent admirers. But when they are 
lumped together they make a formidable 
list. The only extant letter addressed to 
Shakspere is one asking a loan of £30 on se- 
curity, and we have authentic accounts of 
several suits brought by him against creditors, 
both in London and Stratford. There can 
hardly be any doubt that the pedigree which 
he constructed for himself in order to obtain a 
coat-of-arms from the Herald’s College and so 
enter the ranks of ‘‘gentlemen’’ was ‘‘whole- 
ety ing. and that Shakspere knew it was. 
t he was accessory to an attempt to inciose 
the common lands of Stratford, and so oppress 
the nee is beyond doubt. He left the tombs 
of is father, mother and only son 
without a monument, and his daughter 
Judith without any instruction. She 
could neither read nor write, but, like 
many other members ofthe family, signed her 
name with a sort of rude cross— 
Poor Judith! She could not 
re even the writings that 
went by her father’s name. 
Ani yet with what ‘divine 
anathemas does the author of 
the plays scourge undutifulness 
to parents end * ignorance! The same 
Jadth went through a hurried 
and unlicensed marriage for which 
the parties were forced to atone before the 


other daughter ,Susanna’s conduct was not 
above suspicion. It has been said that Will- 
iam Shakspere was the best of his family, and 
this seemingly was true. But it is likewise 
true that there is not recorded of him one 
noble or lovabie action. This is a surprising 
fact and one that it is hard to get over. And 
he appears to have died as he lived, his death 
being the result of a three days’ drunken bout 
with Drayton and Jonson. fell may Richard 
Grant White and Halliwell-Phillips express 
their disappointment; well may Emerson say 
that he cannot marry the facts to his (Shaks- 
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speare, wrote his famous lines:

What does the word ofices here mean? The 
commentators and translators, as far as I have 
access to them, have no answer to the ques- 
tion. One translator, Fritz Krausz, thinks the 
book sent was the album containing the son- 
nets; but why call it ‘‘offices?’’ We have al- 
readv refefred to the Promus of Bacon, re- 
cently published by Mrs. Pott. Now, the 
word promus means a cellarer, or butler, and 

roma cella means a cellar, or larder. But in 

acon’s time (as to some extent even now) 
cellars and larders were Called ofices. Is it 

ossible that Bacon’s Promus is identical with 

he offices referred to? If so, we haveastrong 
argument that Bacon wrote the sonnets. 

But to return: If Shakspere bad no other 
books, he must, if he wrote the plays, have 
had printed copies of them at least, and, what 
is more, he must have made some provision 
for their safe keeping. But no such provision 
occurs in his will. Ofthe more than seventy 
editions of his various works published in his 
lifetime, there does not exist a single volume 
known to have belonged to him. And yet the 
writer of the plays was very consciousof the 
value of his writings: 

Not marble ner the gitded monu ments 

Ot Princes shall outlive the powerful rhyme.*’ 

STRANGE ABSENCE OF MANUSCRIPTS. 
But the strangest thing of all is the fate of 
the manuscripts of the writerof the plays. 
What has become of them? There does not 
exist a see scrap of writing from the pen of 
William Shakspere—only five signatures, so 
clumsily written that some ersons have 
doubted whether he really could write at all, 
and did not merely imitatea copy. Atany 
rate, the writing is that of an uncultivated 
hand, notatail like the signatures of the lit- 
erary and cultured men of thut time. It may

light, state that they printed from the original 
manuscripts. It this be true, then the MSS, of 
the plays still existed in 1623. If it be said that 
the plays had been sold and that Shakspere 
had no claim on them, this can certainly only 
apply to the plays that had been acted. The 
MSS. of the rest must have belonged to the 
author and must have had a considergble 
money value, which William Shak- 
spere, if he is correctly reported, 
wus not the man to neglect. And yet it 
seems that Shakspere made no effort what- 
ever to derive any revenue from the 2 
He did not even put his name on the ticie- 
page, or, so far as we know, make an 
claim to.them. Many of them appe 
without any author’s name, and when the 
name did appear it was written Shakespeare 
or Shake-speare, never Shakspere, which 
was the way the man of Stratford wrote his 
name. But, granting that he wrote his name 
both ways, the copies of the plays pub- 
lished in his litetime were all pirated and 
surreptitious, as we are assured by the editors 
of the folio. Nevertheless the pirated editions 
were copyrighted, and must have brought 
profit to some one, while the folio was 
not copyrighted, but given to the world for 
anybody to copy.

THE CUMULATIVE EVIDENCE. 

It seems to follow at once that the editors 
make an incorrect statement when they tell us 
that they printed from the true original manu- 
scripts, and that they must have had a fair 
copy from the hand of some one who lived 
after Shakespere’s death. In fact, it seems as 
if the ostensible editors, Hemynge and Cun- 
dell, had in reality nothingto do with the pub- 


known to have been intimate with Shakspere 
and mentioned in his will. At any rate, they 
could not spell their own names, which in the 
introduction appear as John Hemynge and 
Henrie Condell,and in the list of actors as John 
Hemmings and Herry Condell. A careful ex- 
amination and analysis of Ben Jonson’s poem 
brings out some strange suggestions in this 
connection. It must be remembered that 
Jonson was intimate with Bacon, and helped 
him to render some of his works into Latin, 

One cannot read this chapter of Mr. Don- 
nelly’s book without feeling that there is some 
strange mystery — round the plays ot 
Shakspere, « mystery which nothing we know 
clears up. 

In chapter v. Mr. Donnelly shows that the 
writer of the plays wasn „ and a ak 
learned one, whereas there is no shadow o 
proof that Shakspere ever studied law at all. 
As to the accuracy of the playwriter's legal 
knowledge, some very weighty authorities, 
among them Gov. Davis and Lord Justice 
Campbell, are quoted. Mr. Donnelly con- 
cludes syllogistically that Shakspere did not 
write the plays. Indeed, this is the general 
conclusion of the whole of Part I. and the 
reader, even if he does not accept it uncon- 
ditionally, must admit that Mr. Donnelly has 
adduced very strong grounds to support it. 


III. 
Mr. Donnelly’s Argument that Lord Bacon 
Was the Real Author of the Play. 
Having disposed of Shakspere, Mr. Donnelly 

next, in Part II., undertakes to show that the 
real author of the plays was Bacon. In my 
opinion, he has only shown it to be extremely 
likely that Bacon had a principal hand in their 
composition, and was the ultimate reviser of 
them for the folio. But I am reporting Mr. 
Donnelly. In chapter i. he undertakes to 
show that Bacon was a poet as well as 
a philosopher. After drawing upon Emer- 
son for the saying that ‘‘the true poet and the 
true philosopher are one,’’ he instances the 
case of Goethe, who was at once a great poet 
and a scientist of considerable originality. A 
better instance would have been Aristotle. 
Mr. Donnelly inquires whether Bacon had the 
pos temperament, and quotes in reply the 
ollowing passage from Macaulay: ‘‘Bacon’s 
was the most exquisitely constructed intellect 
that has ever been bestowed on any of the 
children of men. The poetical faculty was 
powerful in Bacon’s mind, but not, like his 
wit, so powerful as occasionally to usurp the 
place of his reabon and to tyrannize over the 
whole man. He next inquires whetber 
Bacon claimed to be a poet and finds that he 
did. In his old age he made some translations 
of the Psulms (itis curious that Dante did 
same thing), he took part in the production of 
a Court mask, and in his Apology, he tells us 
he wrote a sonnet, adding, though I 

not to be a poet. Mr. Willlam Thompson, in 
his Renascence Drama, thinks we must look for 
this among the Shakespearian sonnets. There 
exist two 1 one almost certainly due to 
Bacon, and the other with great probabil 
attributed to him. They are both, it seems 
me, quite worty of the author of the plays,

WHY WAS STRATFORD IGNORED. 


One of the most curious corroborations of 
the Baconian theory lies in the Geography of 
the Plays. Poets generally write about the 
scenes amid which they were reared. The

place can be approximately fixed by refer- 
ences to places in his poems. Burns is never 
tired of describing the scenes of his youth. 
But the writer of the plays never once men- 
tions either Stratford or Avon, or anything 
even remotely connected with them. On the 
contrary, St. Albans, the home of Bacon, is 
mentioned no less than twenty-three times, 
and seems to be the very center-point of the

Bacon could not have referred to 
Albansin 1600, because he was not created 


Viscouut St. Albans till 1603. The answer is 
that St. Albans was Bacon’s home all his life; 
his mother resided there, he used to retire 


there for ‘‘contemplation’’ and literary work. 


W hat more naturai than that he should refer 
to it in the cipher narative? But the plays 
frequentiy mention notonly St. Albans, but 
also York Place, where Bacon was born, and 
Kent, where his father was born. A good deal 
is said about the Kentish men, and the author 
of the plays seems to take pride in their 
character. Warwickshire, on the contrary, is 
mentioned only once. Again, it is plain that 


the writer of the plays had been in Scotland. 


His descriptions and his knowledge of local 


names and their pronunciation show this. 
There is no record that Shakspere was ever in 


Scotland; but itis almost certain that Bacon 
went there to visit King James. It is also 
plain that the author of the plays must have 


visited Italy, which Bacon did, but not Shak- 


spere. The man who wrote the Tempest, in which 
everything connected with the sea and ships is 
most accurately described, must have been at 
sea; butsofar as we know Shakspere never 


saw the sea, whereas Bacon had been on it, 
and in his Natural History oe the Winds gave an 
account of ships and sails as weli as of the 
recautions to be taken in a storm. It must 
remembered that Schiller, whe never saw 
the sea, described it excellently. The fact, 
however, remains that while nothing in the 
plays points to Shakspere’s birthplace, very 

much points to Bacon's. 

THE POLITICS OF THE PLAYS. 

In chapter iv. Mr. Donnelly deals with the 
politics of the plays. He begins by asking 
what ought, considering Shakspere’s parent- 
age, to have been his politics, and concludes 

that, being, like Burns, a peasant, he ought 
to have sympathized with peasants and their 
efforts at emancipation. This (oes not seem 
conclusive, and, indeed, it is quite plain that 
Shakspere’s sympathies were all with the 
aristocracy, into whose ranks he strove 
to enter. In any cause, there can be no 
doubt that the author of the plays was 
an aristocrat, and, what is more to the 
point, a born aristocrat. As Walt Whitman 
says, lle is incarnated, uncompromising 
foudalism in literature.“ The opinions of 
White, Dowden, Bagehot, Swinburne, Morley, 
are similar. That the writer of the plays 
almost despised the class to which Shakspere 
belonged, Mr. Donnelly shows by numerous 
quotations. Nearly all the plays preach to the 
People a lesson of submission. Coriolanus, for 
exainpie, is a perfect philippic against popular 
overnment, They all express accurately 
acon’s known attitude to the people. But in 
spite of the fact that the autnor of the plays is 
an aristocrat he is a philanthropist, 
a fact which comes out quite prom- 
inently in several of the plays, 
n in King Lear. Nowwe know that 
acon, though opposed to government by the 
vopile, had a kindly feeling toward them, and 
elleved thateverythmg ought to be done to 
better their lot. He tells us that be believes 
he was born for the service of mankind.’’ 
Again he says: ‘‘Thestate and bread of the 
poor and 115 have been precious in 
mine eyes. have hated all cruelty and hard- 
ness of heart.’’

THE BASIS OF THE CIPHER. 

From these and many similar curious and 
undeniable facts Mr. Donnelly came to the 
conclusion that the plays contain a mathemati- 
cal cipher based upon the pagination, hyphen- 
ating, italicizing and bracketing of the folio of 
1628. He believes that the printing of this 
folio was superintended by Bacon himself, 
who made additions or omissions in the plays 
(some of these itis certainly difficult to ex- 
plain save on some such hypothesis), and in- 
troduced the strange hypenation, bracketing, 
etc., in order to suit them to the exigencies of 
his cipher. Mr. Donelly, I must admit, does 
bring forward facts that give this a certain 
amount of probability. The omissions and ad- 
ditions of the folio edition are certainly most 
peculiar. 

A writer in Shakesperiana has recently pointed 
out a difficulty in believing that there can bea 
cipher in the folio of 1623,based upon the pag- 
ing, because the same plays (lst and 2d Henry 
IV 5 were published in quarto, with different 
paging, twenty years before. Mr. Donnelly’s 
reply to that is that in 1597-8 Bacon inse a

I think Mr. Hayden might have found a bet- 
ter vehicle for his talents, but the storm scene 
is well handled, the specialties are clever and 
the plantation scenes, with Neil Moore and 
Billy Reynolds in eccentric dances, and the 
jubilee quartette in negro melodies furnish a 
pleasant diversion. 

A colored girl named Mary Clements sings 
The Light-house by the Sea. She does not 
always sing correctly and her voice shows lack 
of training.but she bas a remarkably high and 
sweet soprano. If she were white she would 
be in a comic opera company. 

Mr. Hayden has the appearance of a boy, 
and acts with earnestness and vigor. He is 
— a little effeminate in his s ch and ac- 

ons, and this detracts from etone of the 
character. He should practice a sailor swing 
and the language of the old tar. 

The addition of Miss Frances Field to the 
cast vastly improves the partof Jennie La 
Roche, but wi the exoeption of Mr. Fre- 
mont, the Vincent, and H Jackson and 
Nellie Irving, who have the comedy roles, 
there is little to commend. 


I want to commend Jennie Yeamans for one 
thing. She bas collected a small, but adequate 
and clever company.

smooth performance.

notice. 


When an actor succeedsin getting 
out ot the beaten track and shows that he has 
an idea of his own, he is proving his claim to 
the title.

This is what 
Mr. Dumond does. He gives a touch to 
Jinks which is original and defines an indi- 
Viduality.

The 
mere fact of knowing thatI have done wrong 
has caused me years of worry, and no 
erson knows the pain and degradation a fool- 
sh act, committed when I was a boy, has 
caused me.

The Brooklyn Club Censured by the N. A. A. 
A. A.—Athletic Gossip. 


A meeting of the Executive Committee of the 
National Association of Amateur Athletics of 
America was held at the Grand Union Hotel, 
New York City, August18, forthe purpose of 
investigating the charges and actions of 8. D. 
See, J. A. Matitor and W. H. Roberts, mem- 
bers of the Brooklyn Athletic Association. 
Their sin consisted of competing against Mike 
J. Slattery, the professional sprinter, 


in a 100-yard race at the St. George picnic in 
Brooklyn Augustl. Siattery ran under the 
alias of Mitehell, and itis said that the above 
trio wagered their money on him to win. A 
great deal of contradictory evidence was 
listened to, most of which went to show that 
E. W. Johnston, the trainer for the Brooklyn 
Athietic Club, had entertained Slattery at his 
house, nd was cognizant of the fact that he was 
a professional when he entered as a competitor 
in the games in question. The commit- 
tee dismissed the complaint for want of suffi- 
cient evidence to sustain the charge, but cen- 
sured both See and Roberts for not having re- 
fused to run in the race, and not having put 
in the formal protest when they knew that 
there was a professional in the handicap. The 
committee said in its report: We censure 
most severely the Brooklyn Athletic Associa- 
tion for keeping in its employ a man like E. 
W. Johnston, the club trainer, whom we con- 
sider mainly responsible forthe whole busi- 
ness. 

To say the least, Johnston’s actions during 
the past year is open to severe criticism. 
Johnston was the individual who foreed Mal- 
colm W. Ford out of the amateur ranks for 
professionalism, but at his own benefit in 
Brooklyn last September he permitted Steve 
J. Farrell to run in the amateur short-distance 
runs under the alias of J. F. Evans. Johnston 
well knew that the man was Farrell and that 
he was a professional competing under an as- 
sumed name. Johnston has a high, lucrative 
and commanding position in athletics. He 
has every inducement to act honestly and in 
good faith with amateurs and amateur clubs, 
but he appears to have worked entirely in his 
own interests instead, and dead against the in- 
terests ofthe association from which he ob- 
tains his livelihood. The Brookiyn Associa- 
tion should certainly call Johnston to a sharp 
if not final account.

WHEEL WHIMS. 


A Veteran’s Views of Boston — Whittaker 
Stone’s Equal on the Track. 

E. C. Klipstein’s return from the East has 
shattered a local idol. It is hisopinion that 
Corey Hill, Boston, is worse than 
Son of a Gun, near Manchester. Klip 
says this fact has been studiously con- 
cealed. Arthur Young, he says, tried 
fourteen times before getting up. Klip 
says he went prepared to strike a bad hill, as 


Greenwood, who climbed Corey Hill four con- 
secutive times, put him on“ before he left 
for the East. He, with the Eastern fellows, 
wonder how Greenwood climbed it four 
times. He deciares it to be two or three 
times longer than Solomon’s and so inclined 
that just when you are nicely pumped you 
reach the steepest grade.

His victory over Fra- 
zer and McCurdy, each with a 22-yard, 
and Knapp with a 50-yard handi- 
cap in a mile race shows that he 
is flying. Priall of the Wheel is said to have 
timed Whit for a third of a mile at a 2:21 gait.

Stone on the track. The old delusion that 
Whit has no spurt was destroyed when he 
won the handicap witha brilliant spurt in 
2:401-5. To Klip it seemed as if racing in the 
East was as dead as Mariey’s ghost, a condi- 
tion he attributes to the amateur fuss. 
In point of numbers, he thinks there are fewer 
active riders in Boston than in St. Louis. He 
saw none in the Boston streets, none in New 
York and none in Philadelphia. There seems 
to be known no such thing as down-town rid- 
ing asitis practised here. In the club-house 
line, he considers the Missouris to top 
them all. The Capital Club-house 
in Washington makes a more elegant 
appearance, and probably has a 
few more conveniences in the way of greater 
wheel room, a repair shop, etc., but for cosi 
ness and homelikeness the pretty building at 
Thirty-ftirst and Olive streets is in the lead.

THE MEDICAL CONGRESS. 


Fully Three Thousand Doctors to Attend— 


; Work of the Convention. 
By Telegraph to the Posr-Drer Kron. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., September 3.—The In- 
ternational Medical Congress, which will be in 
session here all next week, promises to be the 
greatest gathering of physicians ever held in 
this or any other country. Nearly every por- 
tion of the world will be represented by prom- 


inent doctors who are skilled specialists. 


Europe is to be well represented, 
especially England, France, 
Italy. itis expected that fully 38,000 doctors 
will attend the congress, and accommodation 
at the hotels is already at a premium. Only 
allopathic physicians will take part in the 
congress. The congress is to be divided into 
eighteen sections, as follows: 

eneral medicine, general surgery, military 


and naval surgery, obstetrics, gynwcology, 
therapeutics, and materia medica, anatomy, 
physielogy, pathology, diseases of children, 


ophthalmology, otology, laryngology, der- 


matology and symphilography, public and in- 


ternational hygiene, climatology and demog- 
raphy, psyciological medicine, and diseases of 
the nervous system, and dental and oral 
surgery. 

There will be fully 600 papers read before the 
various sections. Each section is to have a 
separate meeting hall. 
convene on Monday in general assembly at 
Albaugh’s Theater. The address of welcome 
will be delivered by Secretary Bayard. The 
programme for each day next week is a very 


long one, as papers on different subjects will 


— read before every one of the eighteen sec- 
tions. 

Among the distinguished foreign physicians 
who have arrived to take part in the congress 
are Drs. Thomas Dolan, editor of the Provin- 
cial Medical Journal of Manchester, England;
